Snowfall for the day was 2.3 
inches, starting out as sleet and 
finally ending in large flakes. 

.According to— the government. 

thermometer, which is located on 
the east side of the chapel, the 
temperature registered for the day 
was five degrees above zero, thir- 
ty-two degrees warmer than the 
coldest day to hit Collegeville in 
two decades. It happened on Dec. 
28, 1934, when the weather in- 
struments recorded twenty-seven 
degrees below zero. 

Regardless of how severe the 
weather has been on the campus, 
the sturdy men of the Wabash 
Tree Co. withstood the cold and 
worked earnestly in doctoring the 
huge trees which have seen as 
many as forty years of life. With 
the surgical care that is being de- 
voted to them, "they, may be able 
to reach a ripe old age — a cen- 
tury.

(Editorial) 


FREEDOM IS A GRAND and glorious ] 
term; Heaven knows our forefathers had 
to fight for it at Bunker Hill. But when ! 
freedom starts treading upon the toes of ’ 
principle — in education particularly — then it ( 
is high time to .call a halt. 1 

Part of an editorial recently in the Uni- 
versity of Toledo’s Campus Collegian was 
labelled “Freedom of Thought.” We quote 
its conclusion: 

‘-The students here are very fortunate 
that their instructors are allowed absolute 
academic freedom. They should be thankful 
that President Phillip C. Nash. . . . has 
shown that he is not only willing to allow 
the faculty to teach what they please as 
they see fit, but he is willing to back them 
up in case of criticism by outside bodies.” 

“If the university becomes famous for 
nothing else, it will become known for the 
spirit of liberalism and courage fostered on 
its campus.” 

Frankly, gentlemen, St. Joe me n are 
proud that their teaching body is unified 
and bound under one head; not a “teach - 
your - own - belief proposition.” Our presi- 
dent might not be aware of exactly how 
matter is put across here, but he knows 
certainly what. And beyond that, the Church 
knows that whatever is taught here, is in 
accord with the first aim of the college, 
that of “training better Catholic men.” 

Such things are never achieved through 
liberalism, which too often in modem ed- 
ucation, scoffs at unity. 

Liberalism is a fine, inspiring phrase; 
but it bowed before unity in ’76. Freedom 
carried too far aligns itself with those 
escapists who are running pell -mell away 
from law, principle, and everything else 
that is solid ancTOld— but founded on right 
reason. 

ANCIENT HISTORY of Collegeville 
has been close to the hearts of many stu- 
dents in this Jubliee year. Those who have 
been digging among the tomes have a few 
items of thanks to issue.

-the father of the St. Joe president— have

— The big topic of the hour is 
the PURDUE GAME. With 200 
students already signed up at 
2 o’clock Monday afternoon, it 
looks like Collegeville will under- 
go a complete evacuation Friday 
night. Since this game is such 
a big issue, the majority of this 
column will be devoted to pre- 
game highlights, with special at- 
tention to St. Joe’s great oppon- 
ent, Purdue. 

Purdue, Big Ten Champs, won 
16 out of 20 games last year. They 
annexed the Big Ten Crown des- 
pite two losses at the hands of 
their bitter enemy, Indiana. The 
only other two games they lost 
during the season were to power- 
ful aggregations from DePaul and 
Southern California. 

The trip' to Lafayette will be 
more or less of a homecoming 
for Coach Joe Dienhart, a former 
Lafayette boy, and Cornelius 
(Vandy) Vanderkolk, sophomore 
reserve center on the St. Joseph 
basketball roster, who is the form- 
er captain of the Jefferson high 
school cage team of that city. 

St. Joe players will need plenty 
of gas in their tank (reserve) for 
the contest with Purdue, as the 
Boilermakers employ a fast-break 
style of offense. 

Captain Bob Igney, sharpshoot- 
ing forward, and “Forest Weber, 
center, are the only seniors listed 
on Purdue’s tentative roster of 
22 players. Among the remain- 
ing, nine are sophomores. 

A good-sized delegation of St. 
Joe fans and followers of Dien- 
hart-coached teams since his first 
year of successful campaigns as 
coach of Cathedral high school, 
Indianapolis, teams, will come up 
from the Capital City to attend 
the game. 

We hope that all fellows mak- 
ing the student trip will be in 
good shape to yell during the 
game. The team will deserve and 
need all the vocal support you 
can give them.,

Purdue Tale 

St. . Joseph’s up - and - coining 
Pumas will travel to Lafayette for 
a net engagement with the pow- 
erful Boilermakers of old Pur- 
due in the latter’s spacious field- 
house Friday night. 

Purdue is undisputed possessor 
of last year’s Big Ten Basketball 
Crown. They have four of the 
six mainstays from the champion- 
ship team back this season. This 
undoubtedly will place them as 
fairly heavy favorites over St. 
Joe in the betting column. How- 
ever, Coach Joe Dienhart and his 
smooth - working Pumas are not 
reading columns these days, but 
are eager for the likes of a ball 
game that they will get at Pur- 
due. 

In view of the battle Friday 
night Coach Joe said, “We are 
going down there to give them a 
ball game. There will be no al- 
ibis. On paper we do not figure 
to beat them, but no game is 
played on paper. We have a good 
squad, and they like to play bas- 
ketball; moreover, they like to 
play together. All are good team 
men.” m 

Coach Dienhart, who is taking 
a squad of fifteen players to 
Lafayette, named Mosser, Pfeffer, 
Hoffman, and Boedeker as almost 
certain starters with the fifth po- 
sition being a toss - up among 
GptgselLwjBefanidt. and Bud Bow- 
man. , 

Purdue is expected to start a 
veteran line - up of Forrest Sprowl 
and Bob Igney at forwards: Don 
Blanken, center; John Tierney and 
Charles Caress, guards. Coach Pig- 
gy Lambert has picked this com- 
bination' of lettermen as his start- 
ing line - up from twenty - two 
players of first class talent who 
have been working out daily for 
this, their first game. The game 
will also be the first in bas- 
ketball between St. Joseph’s and 
Purdue. 

Coach Joe Dienhart and the 
squad will leave Collegeville at 
4:30 o’clock Friday afternoon, in 
order that they may rest in La- 
fayette before the game which 
starts at eight o’clock.
